DEPOPULATION OF IRELAND 


20,816 Persons Have Left Ireland Dur- 
ing the First Seven Months 
of wi 
Londen.~-Too many Irish are leav- 
ing Ireland this year, in the opinion 
of the home government.. A clipping 
from an Irish journal lorwarded rere 
by Deputy Oonsul Armstrong, jr., of 
Cork, says: “The Trish emigration 
statistics prove un atisfactory. A 
total of 1861 persons left this eountry 
during July, as compared with 1602 for 
July of last year, an increase of 269. 
Ot the emigiants, 1,907 were male, 7e4 
females. In all 20,816 persons have 
left Ireland during the fir:t seven 
months of 1910, an inciease of 2,047 in 
the same period in 1907 
The ‘tota) immigration last year wes 
28,677, and was the sccond lowest on 
record for six decades. If the same 
rate of increase is kept up for the re- 
mainder of this year, emigration wil) 
reach nearly 38,000 for the year.

And adds the following comment: 

‘¢ ‘Impending influx’ is good. The 
returning tide has not yet begun to flow, 
but its ‘first low wash’ is audible to the 
boomers of Southern lands. Strange 
that nobody else heard it. 

‘If the Americans in the Canadian 
West are satisfied, they will stay there. 
They will continue to be the best im- 
migration agents; on the ip ja of 
their good reports, friends and relatives 
will follow them. Organized misrepre- 
sentation will have little or no effect.

PH RAPHING AN ECHO 


PROFESSOR in the University of 
Wistonsin, has recently discovered 
a method by which sound waves 

can be photographed. 
The professor has made marvelous 
ictures of bounds, and the camera used 
is so sensitive that if the hand be 
held befoté the lens, heated air may be 
seen rising from it in billows like smoke. 
As sound has an air-wave motion, the 
principle upon which an echo may be 
photographed is apparent, With sound 
traveling one thousand fod each second, 
the air-waves form a circle two thou- 
sand feet:in diameter one second after 
a bell is.struek, In order to catch the 
air-wave for the camera the flash of 
light illuminating it must be so sharp 
that the wave will.move no appreciable 


distance while the t lasts.

The photograph of an echo shows aj} 
curved wave.

The photographs of the echo are 
small, only half an inch in diameter, 
but they are well defined, and can be 
greatly enlarged.

HE census of the forest products of 
Canada, to be taken on Ist June, 
1911, will embrace square, wancy 

or flat timber, logs for lumber and mis- 
cellaneous products. 

In the first class are included ash, 
birch, elm, maple, oak, pine and all 
other timber cut as square, waney, or | 
flat, and in the enumeration will be re 
ported for cubic feet and value. 

Logs for lumber, which are ineluded 
in the second class, are in such woods as} 
elm, hickory, hemlock, oak, pine and 
spruce. They will be enumerated in the 
census by quantities of 1,000 feet board 
measure, with value in the same unit. 

Miscellaneous products of the forest 
inelude bark for tanning, fence posts, 
firewood, hoop and hoop poles, masts and 
spars, piling, pot and pearl ashes, rail- 
road ties, staves, stave-bolts end head 
ing, telegraph poles (including telephone 
and other poles for electric wires), wood 
for pulp, and the furs and skins of for- 
est animals undressed, aud they will be 
enumerated by number or quantity and 
value. 

The census of forest products will be 
taken chiefly from farmers aud the les 
sees of timber limits.

desert,’’ There is practically no rain. 
No drop of moisture falls from the sky 
in summer, and only occasionally a 
little snow or a shower in the winter. 
The maximum precipitation is eight 
or nine inches, and sometimes not more 
than an inch or two of rain will be 
recorded for several years in succession, 
The proportion of rain increases as you 
travel enstward. The nearer you get 
to the mountains water becomes more 
Mentiful, and, finally, as you reach the 
foothills, it is abundant. These moun- 
tains mark the boundaries, first of Per- 
sia, then Afghanistan, and then China; 
and we are now only a short distance 
from the western limits of that great 
empire, 

There are said to be valuable mineral 
deposits through the entire ranges and 
that must be the case, because the an 
eients were rich in gold, copper, silver 
and precious stones. Thirty iniles eust 
of Samarkand is a group of well built 
solid-looking structures south of the rail 
way track, with overhead trolley wires 
running down toward the foothills, 
where they disappear in the distance. 
The buildings seem to be idle and un- 
occupied, and there was no sign of life 
around them. We were told that they 
were the remains of an attempt. to 
develop a coal deposit made by a Ger 
man named Bauer, who spent 2,000,000 
roubles trying to mine coal and bring 
it to the railway, a distance of thirty! 
miles. His money gave out before his 
enterprise became self-sustainiing, and\ 
he was compelled to give it up. The 
premises are strewn with dead boilers 
and other machinery, as the desert is 
on either side with the bones of camels 
and cattle. 

There certainly is coal and other min- 
erals near by, but the Russian govern- 
ment does not encourage, and in fuet 
throws every possible obstacle in the 
way of their development. The gen- 
erul poli¢y is to prevent, and even pro- 
hibit, the invasion.of this country by 
speculators and adventurers who will be 
certain to interfere with the govern- 
ment. Bona tide irrigation enterprises 
and colonies of Russian peasants to 
utilize them sre encouraged: in) every 
way, but a prospector for minerals 18 
apt to perish before he.géts very far. 

Water is of greater value than gold 
and the development of the water sup- 
ply is the only investment that cau be 
made safely in Turkestan, 

. Jt is the.wonder of wonder tthe: 
‘that 


closely resemble Death Valley of Cali- 
foruia and the lifeless plains of Nev 
ada. Yet Tumerlane wus followed. by 
200,000 warriors on his march to India; 
Alexander the great mustered more than 
300,000, and other invaders of ancient 
days had similar numbers of soldiers 
who must have carried all their: sup- 
ples with them. ‘the country -coud 
furnish them nothing. Forugé raids 
would be wasted here. We know that 
Alexander the Great, whose adventures 
were recorded fully and accurately, 
transported wuter in goatskins as they 
carry wine in Greece and Macedonia, 
but how could he carry rations ‘for 
300,000 men across 2,000 miles of desert. 

The waste of camels on these, exped- 
itions has been terrible. That long- 
suffering beast can truvel nine days 
witbout a driuk, but sometimes becomes 
exhausted and lies down upon the de- 
sert sands. General Schobeleff, in his 
expedition against Merv in 1881, start- 
ed with a pack train of 12,000 camels 
and at the end of the campaign had 
600 ee a The bones of the reniainder 
may still be seen scattered along his 
trail, General Kaufman started for the 
siege of Khiva with 10,000 camels and 
10,000 horses and reached his destin- 
ation with about 1,200 of both. Similar 
other expeditions have made similar sac- 
rifices. 

The most tragic tale ever told of 
these deserts is Thomas de Quincey ’s 
‘*Revolt of the Tartars; or, Flight of 
the Kalmuck Khan and His People 
from the Russian Territories to the 
Frontiers of China.’ It is one of the 
most admired examples in English liter- 
ature; it is printed in the student’s 
series of English classics, and is recom- 
mended by professors of rhetoric as a 
model of literary style. At the same 
time the commentators warn their read- 
ers that de Quincey took many liberties 
with the facts and elaborated more 
than historical accuracy will justify. 
Nevrtheless, nuthing more tragic ever 
occurred, and the story is founded upon 
& most extraordinary incident in the 
reign of the Empress Elizabeth of Kus 
sia, the daughter of Peter the Great. 
In the year 176] an eutire tribe of Tar 
tars, pumbering 600,000 souls, left their 
homes near Astrakhun, in the valley of 
the Volga, and fled 3,000 miles across 
the desert with their wives and chil 
dren, their horses, cattle, camels, sheep 
and all their portable property, and 
were pursued the entire Tigtanes by an 
army of merciless and relentless horse 
meu, with the single object of exter 
minating them before they reached they 
destination.

In reality, the Oght was no revolt, 
but as de Gsineey says, it was a returp 
to their old allegiance; since in the 
year 1616 the ancestors of these people 
revolted from the Emperor of China, 
found their way westward across the 
desert and settled upon land given them 
by the Ozar of Russia on the bauks of 
the Volga River. There they had lived 
in prosperity, but not in peace, for 4 
century sade half, subject to heavy 
various other forms of persecution 

Having tried both governments, they 
were couvineed that China was the land 
of promise and Russia the house of 
bondage. De Quincey sums up the story 
in these words: 

‘‘There is no great event of moderu 
history, or perhaps it may be said 
broadly, pone in all history from its 
earliest records, less generally kuown, 
gt more striking to the imagination, 
than the flight eastward of a principal

bet. This tribe of Tartars belong to 
the Buddhist, sect. They brought their 
religion with them from Ghina when 
they éame Raasia, and woffered mach 
persecuiton ‘because of their adherence 
to it.. The representative of the Dalai 
Lama was a priest or bishop named 
Loosang, who not only deelared the 
movement to be ordered by God, but 
fixed the date upon whith it should 
take place. 

On the Sth of January, 1761; the day 
solemnly appointed by the lama, the 
entire, nation burned their homes and 
started eastward, driving their flocks f 
and herds before them, accompanied by » 
wagons, and camels loaded with their 
household goods and agricultural im 
plements, without dreaming of the ter 
rible experienee that awaited them. 
During the first week they made about 
300 miles, and, their departure having 
been discovered, the Russian govern 
ment ordered a pursuit by a force of 
Cossacks. The first battle resulted in 
a terrible slaughter. It is said that not . 
less than 80,000 of the fugitives, in 
eluding many women and children, 
were killed. Then began a race across 
the desert between the pursuers und 
the pursued, which continued all the 
spring and summer, until the horde, 
which started with about 500,000 men, 
women, and children, was reduced to 
about 200,000, two-thirds of those who 
started having fallen upon the desert, 
victims of fumine, fatigue, heat aud 
the destroying secimitars of the Cos 
sacks, the Kirghiz and the Bashkirs, 
the semi-savage nomads of Turkestan. 

The Khan of the Kalmucks sent mes 
rsa ahead to notify the Emperor of 
China of the movement and the latter 
was hunting in the extreme western 
frontier when the Kalmuck host, now 
in the last extremities of exhaustion, 
appeared. ‘Tae first intimation of their 
approach was the clouds of dust that 
rose upon the horizon, and then the 
scouts reported to the Emperor that the 
pilgrims, who were three months ahead 
of their time, were pursued by their 
enemies. He therefore summoned all 
the military forees within call to the 
rescue of the fugitives. 

During the last ten days they had 
been travelling a hideous desert and 
the. horrors of thirst had reached the 
fiercest extremity. Therefore, when the 

tives aud their pursuers came in 
sight ,of Lake Tenghis they rushed 
with maddening eagerness into the 
water, forgetrul pf all things but one 
mighty instinet.!‘* But the next mo 
ment ney Sa Que aeter of parting 
vengeaner, e neey writes.

not able to resist their frantic thirst. 
Wheresoever the lake was shallow 
enough to allow of men raising their 
heads above the water, there, for scores 
of acres, were to be seen all forms of 
ghastly fear, of agonizing struggle, of 
spasms, of convulsions, of mortal con- 
iet; death and the fear of death; re 
venge and the lunacy of revenge; ha 
tred and the frenzy of hatred; until the 
neutral spectators, of whom there were 
not a few, averted their eyes in horror.’’ 

The Chinese cavalry came to the res 
cue of the fugitives and slaughtered 
all of the Bashkirs and Kirghiz who 
escaped from the lake. 

‘“Here ends the tale of the Kalmuck 
wanderings in the desert,’’ de Quincey 
concludes his story, ‘‘Every possible 
alleviation and refreshment for their 
exhausted bodies had already been pro 
vided by Kien Long with the most 
princely munificence, and lands of 
great fertility were assigned them in 
ample extent. Thus, after memorable 
years of misery, the Kalmucks were re 
placed in territorial possessions and in 
comfort equal, perhaps, or even super- 
ior, to those they had enjoyed in Russia, 
and with superior political advantages. ’’

To prevent colds is but to eat 
carefully, to exercise sufficiently, 
to dregs rationally, and to see to it 
that the house is not overheated. 
One needs also to avoid exposure, 
overeating and sudden atmospher- 
io changes when in a state of per- 
spiration. 

The reghining of health after 
all. is largely a matter of intelli- 
genoe and will-power. The abili- 
ty to understand one’s relation to 
the laws of nature, and the firm. 
ness of character to carry them 
out are qualities which many sick 
persons lack, Only occasionally 
does one find an individual sub- 
ject to frequent attacks of disease 
who will diligently study until he 
learns the cause of his trouble, 
and then resolutely establish a 
change of habits until the difficul- 
ty is conquered. 

If preventive measures have 
been carefully followed, there 
should be no need of curative 
measures. But if one finds “a 
cold coming on,” what is to be 
done? The usual, time-hon- 
ored abortive treatment—hot drink 
with quinine and Dovers’ powder 
—is objectionable, because it less- 
ens the action of both stomach 
and liver. Vigorous exercise 
which will moisten the skin, will 
do more to palliate and shorten a 
cold than all the quinine and Do- 
vers’ powders ever prescribed. If 
one cannot exercise, take a hot 
treatment late in the evening, 
preferably a hot foot-bath, drink- 
ing freely of hot water or lemon- 
ade (very little sugar) on an empty 
stomach, and, wrapped in a blank- 
et get into bed without any expo- 
sure of the skin; then taking a 
cold band bath in the morning. 
If you bave an oil atomizer the 
following prescription applied 
several times a day to the nasal 
passages will afford great relief: 
menthol 20 gr, camphor 20 gr., 
liquid vaseline 2 oz. Later, when 
the secretions become more thiok- 
ened, the passages may be sprayed 
with a mixtuse of ove part witch 
hazel te three parts of water.

Phe’ lnpsing of the bounties this 
year is moving the interests, af- 
fected’ ‘thereby, to the advocacy of 
higher duties on iron and steel. 

The Free Press announced some 

months ago that a big movement 
for the boosting of these duties 
was being carefully planned by 
the parties who are interested in 
the iron and ateel industries. The 
Halifax Chronicle now makes an 
ardent plea for these higher duties 
on the ground that without them 
the Canadian industries will not 
be able to compete with British 
and foreign importations. Those 
blessed words ‘‘reasonable protec- 
tion” and “adequate protection” 
appear at intervals in the Ohron- 
icle’s appeal which <declares that 
if Ontario and Québec are not 
willing to support Nova ‘Scotia’s 
claim for higher duties for iron 
and steel Nova Scotia will refase 
to bear “burdens undertaken and 
hitherto ‘cor mans borne Yor the 
manufacturing bre-

oi a er higher duties upon 
$00 asa and steel, nor for thut matter 
mpon any staple article of som- 
merce. Iron and steel are the 
basic materials for soores of in- 
dustries throughout the Domin- 
ion; and any increase in them 
would add at once to the cost of 
every piece of machinery and 
to all hardware goods. There 
is already a considerable duty up- 


on steel billets and pig iron; and/|- 


in addition millions of dollars 
have been poured into the treasur- 
ies of the iron and steel companies 
for the purpose of enabling them 
to stand upon their feet. Now, at 
the prospect of the cessation of 
the bounty, the iron and steel in- 
terests assail our ears with the. old 
ery of distress. They cannot com- 
pete with foreign competition, 
they claim, unless the duties are 
raised. 

There is a good deal of discus- 
sion at present as to what is best 
to do with the Oanadian tariff; 
but we think that on one point an 
overwhelming majority of the 
people of Canada are agreed, This 
is to reject emphatically and final- 
ly every proposition looking to an 
increase in the tariff, po matter 
how plausible may be the ‘plea 
made in favor of an advance. 
Tariff reduction in Canada, owing 
to the requirements of the revenue 
and the conflicting interests of 
various sections of the Dominion, 
must came slowly; but the ten- 
dency must continue to be towards 
a lower tariff. All changes made 
must be in that direction.

“something” known to the world 
as conscience. Not only that, but 
Methodists may attend the horse 
races. Time was when good pil- 
lars of the Methodist churoh had 
to watch the horse races as Zao- 
heeus watched the passing of 
Christ through the holy land. 
Now, however, the pillars of the 
church may come down from the 
tree top, or the house top, and 
watch the horse races from a cus- 
hioned seat in the grand stand. 

All this, and more, the Metho- 
dist is now permitted todo, by the 
action of the Victoria General 
Conference. The “Footnote” is 
gone, and in its place is a clause 
which gives to the adherent of the 
Methodist church [freedom to 
judge between the right and the 
wrong of the world for himeelf. 

What was the “Footnote?” It 
is safe to say that there are com- 
paratively few outside the olergy 
who know. Here it is, rule No. 
385 of the Methodist Discipline: 
“The general rules are to be un- 
derstood as forbidding neglect of 
duties eats any kind, imprudent 
condubt;: indulging in sinful tem- 
pers of Wérds, the buying, selling, 
or using of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, dancing, playing at 
games of chances, ensotraging 
lotteries, attending theatres, horse 
races, circuses, dancing parties, 
patfonizing dancing schools and 
taking such other amusements as 
are obviously of a misleading or 
questionable moral tendency, and 
all acts of disobedience to the dis- 
cipline of the church.” 

The General Conference, how- 
ever, does not cut off all these re- 
strictions without inserting a para- 
graph which will have, to suy the 
least, a restraining influence upon 
members of the church. Sere is 
the substituted paragraph: ‘For- 


time provinoes, where the savings 
latgely exceed the new enterprises 
and lends them in the northwest, 
where the reverse is the case. Ho 
perfectly is this distribution made 
that as between the highest class 
borrower in Montreal or Toronto, 
and the merchant in the northwest 
the difference in interest paid is 
not tore than 1 per cent or 2 per 
cent, It also ensures to every 
community of decent size a joint 
stock bank with a power behind it 
greater than the community could 
afford to support and working in 
conjunction with its note issues 
normalises the rate of interest 
which is never above seven per 
cent at any time of the year. It 
also ensures accommodation to its 
regular customers at all times.’ 

Seven per cent money would 
look good to some people out here. 
Yet the general commendation of 
Canailian banking methods is 
pleasant to read. 


A Satisfactory Award. 


After a century's quarrelling the 
Newfoundland fisheries dispute 
has been settled and the main con- 
tention of Great Britain has been 
upheld. The most important 
question at issue was whether 
Great Britain’s definition of the 
three-mile limit was correct and 
the Hague tribunal decided that it 
was. This means that Americans 
cannot fish within three miles of 
the shores of British possessions 
and that in bays, the three miles 
isto be measured outward from 
headland to headland. The Amer- 
icans wanted the privilege of fish- 
ing in these bays and are disap- 
pointed because they will not get 
it, but they cannot raise objections 
o the decision, which was given 
by board of impartial judges. An- 
other point, won by Great Britain, 
gives it the right to regulate the 
time and methods of fishing and 
the implements used. These two 
points were the most valuable un- 
der consideration and it is gratify- 
ing to know that Great Britain 
wonthem. It is also pleasing to 
know that further friction in con- 
nection with the Newfoundland 
fisheries ie now well nigh impos- 
sible.

Go to the teacher—or, still better, 
ask her in to tea—and talk the 
matter over, not in a spirit of 
storm and criticism, but kindly, 
casually and quietly. There may 
be, you know, misunderstandings 
at school, as well as elsewhere, and 
the right kind of teacher will be 
pleased to straighten things. If 
it should happen that there has 
been fault, and on the part of your 
child, be “big” enough to accept 
the fact, then talk the matter over 
afterwards with the child. Such 
& course will place you fon the 
right footing with the teacher, and 
will have the best possible influ- 
ence over the child. He will see 
that you are honest, and that you 
will not condone wrong even in 
him. The-eacher, on the other 
hand, will recognize that you are 
her friend;agdyow: need not be 
surprised to find her warm hand 
extended to you, figuratively or 
otherwise, in an unspoken pledge 
to unite with you more firmly than 


ever in making the--best possible 


man or the best possible woman of 
the little delinquent. 

If the teacher is not following 
just the course that you would 
like, be out-and-out about it, in a 
frank and kindly way, and to the 
teacher himself.

A knowledge of our Pair|to t 


throughout the province is evident 
from the natmber of ontries al- 
Teady reosived by the secretary 
from outside towns for horses and 
cattle of all Glasses, and other 
stook for exhibition. There are 
many convincing reasons that our 
fair is going to be a greater and 
better success than anyone held in 
the past. The prize list thie yoar 
is larger and more somprehensive 
than ever before. The fact that 
the farmers of the district have 
had an exceptionally good season, 
will also go far to make this year’s! 
fair a success. The grounds are 
in better shape than ever, and 
there is lots of room for all exhib- 
its. Machinery exhibits will be 
a feature this year, as several firms 


© have applied for space on the 


grounds to show the virtues of 
their various contrivances. 

In this country it is seldom that 
any extra efforts are put forth to 
produce unusually large specimens 
of roots or vegetables for show. 
purposes. , Those who make a 
business of this kind of thing are 
supposed to have some _ secret 
means of inducing squashes, 
pumpkins, watermelous, mangolds, 
carrots, etc., to attain the propor- 
tions which some'of those shown 
at the larger exhibitions do attain 
to. The average exhibitor at 
smaller fairs doesn’t trouble hifn- 
self about this end of the game. 
Unfortunately, he goes too much 
to the opposite extreme and brings 
out his stuff, sometimes without 
even knooking off the soil that ad- 
heres to it. Frequently, too, no 
arrangement is made of exhibits 
on the tables provided therefor. 

Roots or vegetables intended for 
exhibition should be carefully se- 
lected as to size and evenness, If 
a bushel is called for, have a bush- 
el of even-sized specimens; if half 
a dozen, or a dozen, have the num- 
ber as nearly alike as possible, 
clean and lay them out with the 
idea of bringing out everything of 
merit in them. Collections of 
vegetables and roots are rather 
troublesome to arrange tastily, 
but it pays the exhibitor in the 
end. A man may get first prize 
on a bushel of potatoes dumped in 
;/\@ corner of the show-building, but 

he will never build up a reputa- 
tion as a potato grower that will 
net him any profit aside from the 
prize money by exhibiting bis 
products in this style. 

Roots intended for show should 
be washed in cold water imme- 
diately they are ta&gen out of the 
soil, tops trimmed and rootlets cut 
off. The idea is to retain the nat- 
ural color and appearance of the 
skin, consequently it should be 
neither scraped nor roughly brush- 
ed. When the roots are dry wipe 
with a woollen cloth. 

Inmarranging at the show, tilt 
the receptacle the roots are in 60 
that exhibits may be easily seen; 
arrange those spread on the tables 
in some order; preferably raise 

‘them up a little from the dead 
level. In oollections have the 
larger vegetables to the center 
gradually working down to the 
smaller on the outside. Have 
some form to the arrangement of 
collections. Samples of vege- 
tables, roots, potatoes, etc., placed 
earelesaly on the table are not at 
tractive. Jf the oenter is raised 
they will show off to better advan- 
tage. 

The preparation of grain and 
grasses in the sheaf should not be 

rlooked either. In no class of 
exbibits is there greater room for 
provement than here. Such 

@xhibits for the most part consist 

of bundles loosely gathered to- 

gether and tied near the top, little 
or no effort being made to straight- 
en out the straw or arrange the 
heads in a neat and attractive 
manner. A very little extra time 
and attention and the proper tying 
of the straw to keep it in place 
makes a wonderful improvement 
in a sheaf, and all the difference 

between a rough looking and a 

neat and attractive exhibit. Col- 

lections of grain and grasses in 


fhe sheaf should fyrnish one of 


the post attractive departments of 


a fajr, & properly arranged.

Otawa will be the capital Y the 
British Empire, providing the 
nment of the Dominion pre- 
serves ite present high standard. 
He also alluded tothe prophecy of 
the governor of one of the Aus. 
tralian states that Ottawa would 
be the Imperial capital within 50 
years. That Dr. MoPhatter and 
the governor mentioned hold such 
high opinions of Ottawa and of 
Danada will delight the people: of 
this country even if we do not at- 
tach much importance to the pre- 
dictions. Strange things may 
happen in the next hundred years 
and the shifting of the seat of 
British government, if it actually 
did occur, would occasion the us- 
ual nine days’ wonder and then be 
overshadowed by new events. 
While we may expect to be jarred 
out of our complacency quite fre- 
quently during the next quarter 
or half a century by untoward 
happenings, it would be a trifle 
too much to expect that Ottawa 
wotld become the British centre. 
It will be admitted that the trans- 
ferring of the capital from London 
to Ottawa is possible but it ocer- 


‘| tainly will not be admitted, despite 


the cheerful assurances of Dr. Mo- 
Phatter and the Australian gover- 
nor, that it is probable. 


There is a large section of the 
Canadian people who would say 
that, if the seat of British govern- 
ment is to be obanged, Winnipeg 
would be the logical oity in which 
to locate it, and they would not 
be far wrong. There are also 
many persons in Canada, who 
claim even now that Winnipeg 
should be the capital of the Do- 
minion. Winnipeg is the most 
centrally situated of the big cities 
of Canada and for that reason may 
urge its claims at some future 
time, that it should be made the 


‘| capital, bat that day is far distant 


and nothing is to be gained by 
embarking upon a discussion at 
the present juncture. It 1s recog- 
nized, however, that inside of a 
oentury or even half a century, 
the population in Canada, West of 
the Great Lakes, will be equal to, 
if not larger, than the population 
of Eastern Oanada. But even 
then, it is improbable that the is- 
sue will be raised, unless as Dr. 
McPhatter predicts, it is decided 
to transfer the seat of British gov- 
ernment to Canada. 


Wintering Farm Horses. 


There are three or four methods 
of wintering farm horses. Some 
turn out the idle horses and let 
them “rustle,” some winter them 
in protected yards, and others 
winter in the stable. Horses that 
will not be required to work from 
freeze up in the fall till seeding 
begins in thespring can be win- 
tered as well outside as in, and 
more cheaply. If given a protec- 
ted yard, into which a liberal sup- 
ply of oat straw has been blown 
they will come through the winter 
in as good shape or better than 
horses that have been closely con- 
fined and fed liberally on grain. 
An idle horse given plenty of good 
straw, some prairie hay, a few oat 
sheaves and water, can be wintered 
in the yard ata minimum oost in 
labor and feed. Nature provides 
a heavy ooat of hair, so the horse 
does not suffer any from the cold 

Horses thus wintered should 
have all the straw and other rough 
fodder they will eat. Oat is the 
best straw. Green sheaves is an ex- 
cellent feed for borses thus win 
tered. With oat straw and some 
hay no grain is required Six 
weeks before spring work opens, 
light grain feeding should begin. 

Colts may be wintered in the 
same way, but it is preferable to 
stable the weanling the first win- 
ter. Two colts in a box stall are 
company for each other, and if fed 
the usual rough fodder ration, and 
what oats they will clean up, do 
better than foals that rustle in the 
yard.

Nothing, ipdeed, 
could be more evident than that 
the political unrest in the United 
States is national rather than sec- 
tional. It is as strongly evident 
in New England as in Iowa or 
Kansas or Oalifornia. In fact the 
first manifestation of it at the polls 
was given ina New England dia- 
trict whose previous history had 
been unbrokenly Republican— the 
fourteenth Congressional district 
of Massachusetts, where the de- 
feat of the Republican candidate 
by Mr. Foss in a bye-election sev- 
eral months ago created a great 
political sensation throughoyt the 
whole of the United States. It 
was the first Congressional election 
following the revision of the tariff 
upward, instead of downward, and 
all the manifestations of the trend 
of public opinion throughout the 
United States which have sinoe 
been accumulating have added to 
its significance. 

As for New York State it is be- 
coming plainer all the time that in 
the general opinion the Demo- 
crates are likely to carry the ap- 
proaching Stateelections. Neither 
party in that State bas yet made 
choice of its candidate for Gover- 
nor; but the signs all are that if 
the Democrats chose wisely—and 
they are as fortunate in having 
several men of high character to 
choose among as the Republicans 
are unfortunate in not having pos- 
sible candidates of equally high 
standiug—New York, like Maine, 
will have a Democratic Governor. 
Of course, in all the States, there 
are local issues which will prove
